Opinions and Prejudices. 

In his diary . von toiUK said that the characterization (..r?- 
su!aab 1 y Nazi) of the poles •:,*>. s perhaps not unjustified. He 
wrote that the poles he had net at the T.R.C* esap in 1945 
••ere the most un. isciplined ecple he hud ever met. Re 
expressed dislike of r, cles and Hungarians (bad ma.ners). 

By contrast, Germans are decent ana active. At Wiesbaden, 
h"e n ted that Americans, with the exception of sergeants, 
were very polite and friendly. L a ter he complained about 
American treatment saying that he had not met a single American 
*vhc keeps his promise* 

In his diary he betrayed his 1 German nationalism • Re stated 
that the German solution must, be a national solution. A new 
Versailles would herald in the ruin of Europe. The breaking 
up of Geraary means eternal chu .s* : A strung Germany is 

necessary to fight o f the Eastern danger. 

During an interrogation on 3 August 1945, he nr-med against 
the Russian emigration* Felt that the Russian emigres had 
the political conceits of the 19th. Century and no idea 
of Acdern social institutions. Their idea was to return to 
£t. Petersburg ana be reinstated in their nntiou&ted function s. 
On 11 August 1345, said tnxt the plan for German colonization 
of Russia ?s far as the Dnieper was sheer nonsense. Said 
that the Caucasians, White Ruthcuians r-nd Ukrainians v* ere 
were even more highly individual istic than tne Russians and 
therefore originally . :cre opposed to the Soviet system of 
collectivization . 

Operational Su “estlons 

'“During interrogations, in his diary and in written reworts 
submitted during the interrogation eriod, von mENDE 
frequently discussed the success And extent of German operations 
into Russia. Details of these operations and projects such as 
the ZEPiM.Ir! Project, with which von DECIDE v;as particularly 
well acquainted, ere already known. There was some information 
of a more general nature vnicl. : 1 got be interesting. 

In view cf toe mobilizati'jn of - Soviet manv.ov.er, the 

Geruwrs found th&.t a civilian cover for an agent v;as not 
s;~fe. The Russians did not share the German erase for documents 
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;.,r*d any ers~n in Soviet territory was subject to a detailed 
interrogation ab ut n:s business, bis ..lavements etc- Only 
ix very fe\* -agents Cv.-uld be expected tc ass such interrogations 
safely. Von did n >t recommend the use of emigres as agents 

because they vere not ac^viuinted with recent developments, 
are easily discovered in vie-, of their igu rjince of the 
recent sl.ng and can not be given an uc-to-dute briefing 
because of constant changes in 1 ocal Soviet admin istration. 
According to van * uDE a German :vas never used for a long 
range, mission. Because of the distances involved, radio* 
contact from within Russia was difficult* 

Von said that the route taxen into the Caucasus, part- 

icularly by the Azerbaijans, was ; Teheran-Tebris-Reszt (port)- 
Baku . A good deal cf transit trade fr wi* moved along the 
Reszt-Baku line. There was also an overland connection into 
the Caucasus by way cf scuttfern Azerbaijan. Turin e stans 
v/ent primarily b y way of Meshed. Germans could not easily 
check these routes as there was no direct information chain 
between Teheran and Germany. 

Von ilEwDE mentioned Tartar groups in Finland which did good 
service for the Finnish intelligence during the first Ruwso- 
Finnish War (1926) . Most of the Tartars live in He' cinn$ ana 
Tannerfors. Von MEdLK said tnat even salesgirls in fur shops 
in Stockholm had acted as intermediaries between Constantinople 
and the Finnish groups of Tartars. The route used was Harbin- 
Turr:ey-Germ?.ny-Stockhclia-Finlund. Von indicated that 

the Tartar group in Finland was very loyal to the Caucasian 
cause and were successful in their attempts to evacuate some 
Caucasian members of the Red Arny,ta.:en prisoners by the 
Finns, to the U.S- 

Von aiKrtiiE considered the Tartars definitely interested in 
an intelligence work directed against the U-S.S.R. though 
would offer their services only to those who could make concrete 
offers to them in terns of their own political plans.
